The Mood in Israel 


US Embassy Tel Aviv reports that the present climate 

in Israel may be Aharacterized as one of confusion and 
apprehension. The Israelis are now questioning whether 
Israel can withstand U.S. pressures, but Israel is counting 
on Mrs, Meir's/visit to Washington to ensure that Israel's 
voice will be/effective, Related to this, there are increasing 
strains in Igraeli domestic politics, and concern about 
the U.S. position. Some 500 relatives of missing soldiers 
and prisoners of war demonstrated this afternoon near the 
U.S. Embassy in Tel Aviv., according to press report. 

An official US source indicated the number was luv-125. 
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POW Lists 


According to a wire service report from Geneva, Egypt 

has passed a list of Israeli POW's to the ICRC. Syria 

has stated that it will not submit lists of POW's until 

Israel carries out the Geneva Convention in full. Syria 

said that for its part “it reaffirms that it will continue 

to adhere to the provisions of the international conventions, | 
particularly the Geneva Convention including the submission 
of the names of POW's and authorizing Red Cross personnel 
to visit them." Israel has sent the names of some 7,000 
Arab prisoners to the ICRC, 


Jordanian Force in Syria 


In a message to the Armed Forces, King Hussein said that 
Jordanian troops may return home very soon from Syria, 
in view of the fact that the fighting has stopped in Syria, 
and also the fact that forces from several other Arab 
countries remain in Syria. 


Algerian Statement on Middle East 

An official Algerlan Government statement hailed the 
Eqyptian and Syrian military actions "as having restored 
Arab dignity, and as an affirmation of Arab will to regain 
their rights by any means.” The statement calls attention 
to the solidarity of Aftican, non-aligned and socialist 
nations with the Arab cause. It states that the “isolation 
of Zionism and its allies must be maintained and reinforced 
until just and durable solution in ME has been achieved." 
US Int. Algiers reads this statement as meaning that 
Algeria will accept what Egypt and Syria find acceptable 
with regard to the ceasefire and the ultimate disposition 
of their respective territories. 


UNEE 


In a progress report submitted to the Security Council 
today, the Secretary General said that the UNEF will be 
up to about one-third of its eventual projected strength 
by the end of the first week of November. This will be 
possible, he said, as a result of decisions taken by the 
Trish to provide some 400 men and the Swedes, Finns, and 
Austrians to up their advance contingents to battalion 
strength, . 
On deployments, Waldheim indicated the Finns are now 
establishad in Suez City, the Swedes in Ismailia, and the 
Austrians in Cairo, where they are engaged in special tasks, 
including patrols southwest of Suez. 
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Waldheim gave no further clues on the others he plans to 
add to bring the UNEF up to full strength. Embassy Lima 
reports Peru has volunteered a contingent, and Embassy 


Oslo reports Norwegian disappointment at not being asked 
by the UN to contribute forces. 


Finnish UNEF Airlift 


Plans are not well advanced for the transport of Finnish 
personnel and equipment to Cairo beginning on 1 November 

with the departure of the first Finnish UNEF augmentation 
elements non-stop from Helsinki via USAF C~-141l's. We have 
alerted the posts along the anticipated itinerary that. 
overflight clearance requests are on the way and have 

queried USINT Cairo on possible limitations on the availability 
of jet fuel at Cairo International.

Equipment Requests 


We now have a request from the UN for heavy equipment in 
support of UNEF operations. In particular, the UN wants ! 
virtually everything but light vehicles for all UNEF 

contingents, except the Canadians. This would include 
transport and service vehicles (busses, shop-trucks, and
